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Rock  Fest  Gets  "Axed" 


Parking  Lots 
To  Expand 

Continued  expansion  projects 
will  result  in  changing  the  loca¬ 
tions  of  the  B  and  D  parking  lots 
south  of  171st  Street  by  next 
Fall,  according  to  Larry  Beck, 
the  man  in  charge  of  planning. 

The  D  lot  will  be  moved  closer 
to  173rd  Street  and  slightly  east 
of  its  present  location.  The  B  lot 
will  be  moved  north  of  the  new 
D.  lot  location.  Also  likely  is 
the  construction  of  a  metered 
parking  area  just  south  of  the 
Student-Union-Library  Building 
currently  under  construction. 

Other  changes  may  include 
closing  off  entrances  and  exits 
along  Woodmar  Avenue.  To  gain 
access  to  all  parking  areas,  not 
including  the  metered  lot  in 
front  of  the  Research  Building, 
a  student  would  have  to  enter 
from  either  169th  or  173rd 
Streets.  Other  changes  are  also 
being  discussed. 

The  reason  for  the  movements 
is  the  construction  of  another 
building  on  Woodmar  Avenue. 
More  detailed  information  about 
the  new  parking  lot  situation 
will  be  printed  in  future  editions.

The  ax  will 
probably  fall  after  all. 


In  the  week  prior  to  Spring 
vacation,  there  was  a  strong 
movement  to  boycott  school  on 
April  9,  Good  Friday.  Earlier 
in  the  week,  petitions  were  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  classrooms 
and  lounges  asking  for  signa¬ 
tures  supporting  non-attendance 
of  that  Friday.  Many  students 
signed  the  papers,  but  class 
went  on  as  usual. 

H  students  did  not  feel  they 
belonged  in  school  that  day,  they 
did  not  come.  However,  conflicts 
have  arose  and  absenteeism 
from  tests  and  exams  is  being 
debated.  Because  Good  Friday 
was  scheduled  as  a  class  day, 
some  students  have  been  denied 
the  opportunity  to  make  up  tests 
they  missed  that  day.

RUMOR  -  A  statement  issued 
earlier  this  year  by  the  current 
Student  Congress  designated  this 
week,  the  week  of  April  19,  as 
the  campaigning  period  for  up¬ 
coming  student  elections.  H  you 
have  noticed  a  lack  of  cam¬ 
paigning,  it  is  not  because  stu¬ 
dents  do  not  want  to  run  for 
office.  It  is  because  student  elec¬ 
tions  have  been  cancelled. 

There  is  another  rumor.  The 
proposed  Constitution  given  to 
the  Boilermaker,  printed  in  the 
volume  9,  number  9  edition,  is 
not  the  Constitution  Student  Con¬ 
gress  plans  to  vote  on.  Tom  Sli- 
cko,  who  contributed  a  copy  of 
the  “fake”  Constitution  for  pub¬ 
lication,  is  playing  “politics”  be¬ 
hind  the  students’  backs. 

.  .FACT  -  Tom  Slicko  did  pre¬ 
sent  a  Constitution  to  Greg  Red- 
larczyk,  of  the  newspaper,  for 
publication  in  an  earlier  edition. 
The  Constitution  was  printed. 

The  Constitution  which  was 
printed  is  the  one  that  Student 
Congress  plans  to  vote  on,  and 
is  not  a  “fake”.  However,  there 
have  been  some  minor  changes 
made  in  it  since  the  volume  9, 
Number  9  edition  of  the  Boiler¬ 
maker  came  out.  One  of  them 
deals  with  student  elections. 

In  the  proposed  Constitution, 
a  process  is  made  by  which  rep- 
representatives  for  Student  Con¬ 
gress  will  not  be  chosen  by  the 
total  student  body,  but  will  be 
chosen  by  the  students  within 
the  various  schools  for  a  selec¬ 
ted  number  of  representatives. 
This  is  simply  a  more  effective 
way  to  choose  student  represen¬ 
tatives. 

Due  to  the  likelihood  that  the 
proposed  Constitution  will  pass, 
student  elections  have  been  tem¬ 
porarily  postponed. 

In  actuality,  nothing  has  been 
done  in  a  secretive  manner.  It 
happens  that  the  move  has  not 
yet  been  made  public  by  the  of¬ 
fice  of  Student  Congress.

Documents  and 
information  concerning  the  cam¬ 
paign  have  been  sent  to  the 
Boilermaker  from  The  Student 
and  Youth  Coalition  for  Peoples 
Peace,  Washington,  D.C.  office. 
To  avoid  accidental  misrepre¬ 
sentation  and  publication  of  the 
facts  concerning  this  anti-war 

operation,  we  have  decided  to 
print  unedited  excerpts  from  the 
documents  and  information  we 
received. 

April  19 

VETERANS  AGAINST  THE 
WAR:  APRIL  19-23:  On  April 
19,  thousands  of  Vietnam  war 
veterans  will  march  onto  the 
Capitol’s  steps  in  what  could  be 
one  of  the  most  significant  and 
dramatic  actions  of  this  Spring.- 
Lake  the  Saigon  Presidential 
Palace  which  recently  had  to 
hold  off  (with  barb  wire  and 
bayonets)  protesting  Vietnamese 
war  veterans,  Washington  of¬ 
ficialdom  will  experience  in  Ap¬ 
ril  what  it  has  most  feared:  the 
dissatisfaction  and  anger  of  Viet¬ 
nam  veterans  who  long  ago 
turned  against  war  policies  they 
were  ordered  to  follow,  but  who 
have  now  built  an  organization 
to  turn  their  individual  rage  into 
collective  power  and  thus  give 
energy  and  leadership  to  the 
anti-war  movement.  Veterans  in 
Washington  will  begin  a  peace 
lobby  that  cannot  be  ignored. 
Veterans  will  inch  up,  face  to 
face,  with  the  impotent,  old  men 
of  Congress  who  all  these  years 
have  been  “defending  our  boys” 
and  who  now,  finally,  will  be 
confronted  in  their  offices,  their 
hallways,  their  parking  lots,  and 
their  homes  with  the  very  men 
in  whose  name  they  have  justi¬ 
fied  this  war  machine. 


this  government  an  immediate 
and  total  withdrawal  of  all  U.S. 
troops  from  Indo  China,  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  guaranteed  an¬ 
nual  income  of  $6500  a  year  for 
all  American  families  and  the 
immediate  release  from  prison, 
women  and  men  who  have  been 
denied  personal  liberty  for  their 
beliefs  or  morality  or  politics  or 
poverty.  We  say  freedom  to  all 
of  America’s  political  prisoners, 
all  of  them. 

The  rally  on  April  24  will  call 
for  a  people’s  lobby.  We  ask 
that  people  stay  in  Washington 
to  take  our  demands  and  our 
peace  treaty,  literally  and  phy¬ 
sically,  into  every  department, 
committee  and  agency  of  this 
government.  We  will  assemble 
the  largest  lobby  ever  to  con¬ 
verge  on  Washington,  backed  by 
a  public  mandate  that  is  stag¬ 
gering:  73%  of  the  American 
public  wants  out  of  Vietnam, 
only  34%  support  Nixon’s  hand¬ 
ling  of  the  war;  a  majority  be¬ 
lieves  Nixon  regularly  lies  to 
them  about  Vietnam.  Our  lobby 
will  speak  for  this  country. 

We  will  organize  our  lobby  by 
regions  of  the  country.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  New  Haven  region 
will  “lobby”  in  the  Justice  De¬ 
partment.  It  will  be  our  inten¬ 
tion  to  open  all  parts  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  our  people,  including 
the  Pentagon,  the  CIA,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Security  Council  and  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Staff.  On  Monday 
morning,  April  26,  we  will  pour 
out  of  churches  and  universities 
and  community  centers  into  the 
government  apparatus :  thou¬ 
sands  going  into  Congress;  peo¬ 
ple  marching  out  to  the  secret 
headquarters  of  the  CIA  in 
Langley,  Virginia;  people  hold¬ 
ings  in  the  cafeterias  of  the  In¬ 
terior,  Treasury,  Commerce, 
Agricultural  and  HEW  depart- 
metns;  May  Day  tribes  having 
campouts  at  the  homes  of  of¬ 
ficials  who  may  be  “difficult”  to 
meet  in  their  offices,  those  like 
Melvin  Laird,  John  Mitchell, 
National  Security  Council  mem¬ 
bers,  etc.  .  .  We  will  ask  govern¬ 
ment  workers  to  sign  the  peace 
treaty  and  to  help  this  country 
begin  the  implementation  of  that 
treaty  by  striking  against  Nix¬ 
on’s  war  Administration. 


throughout  the  Maryland  and 
Virginia  area  will  be  establish¬ 
ed.  Communities  will  be  started 
on  the  land.  A  peace  city  will 
open  with  people  learning 
chants,  sounds  for  the  White 
House.  Hundreds  of  workshops 
on  non-violent  tactics  will  occur 
in  careful  preparation  for  the 
week  ahead.  We  want  it  to  be 
known  that  when  we  enter  the 
city,  it  will  not  be  to  disrupt  the 
community  or  to  close  down 
Washington  or  the  property  of 
the  people.  It  will  be  to  stop  the 
war  machinery.  On  Mayday 
thouusands  of  people  will  assem¬ 
ble  in  a  celebration  of  peace  on 
a  hill  overlooking  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Similar  assemblies  in  Pa¬ 
ris,  London,  Tokyo,  Peking,  and 
around  the  world  will  show 
massive  international  support 
fod  the  people  of  Vietnam.  May- 
day  is  a  planetwide  distress  sig¬ 
nal  for  every  concerned  person 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  life  and 
death  struggle  facing  Vietnam.

In  an  effort  to  counter  the 
anti-war  movement,  President 
Nixon  has  proclaimed  May  1 
(the  same  day  the  protestors 
have  proclaimed  “Mayday”)  as 
“Loyalty  day.”  The  text  of  his 
speech  follows: 

“In  this  time,  as  throughout 
our  history,  the  American  nation 
rests  fully  and  finally  upon  the 
loyalty  of  the  American  people. 

Every  day  Americans  around 
the  globe  bear  witness  to  their 
national  allegiance.  In  doing  so, 
some  bear  final  witness  by  giv¬ 
ing  up  their  lives  for  the  life  of 
this  nation.  Not  all  are  called  to 
that  extremity.  But  all  are  call¬ 
ed  to  that  degree  of  devotion. 
For  that  reason  it  is  fitting  that 
we  set  aside  one  day  in  the  year 
when  every  citizen  may  pause  to 
reflect  on  his  own  debt  to  the 
devotion  of  other  Americans, 
and  to  bear  witness  in  every  ap¬ 
propriate  way  to  his  own  loyal¬ 
ty. 

To  that  end  the  Congress  by  a 
joint  resolution  of  July  18,  1958, 
has  designated  May  1  of  each 
year  as  Loyalty  Day  and  re¬ 


quested  the  President  to  issue 
a  proclamation  inviting  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  United  States  to  ob¬ 
serve  such  day  with  appropri¬ 
ate  ceremonies. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I, 
RICHARD  NIXON,  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America, 
do  call  upon  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  and  upon  all  pa¬ 
triotic,  civic,  and  educational  or¬ 
ganizations,  to  observe  Satur¬ 
day,  May  1,  1971,  as  Loyalty 
Day,  with  appropriate  ceremo¬ 
nies  in  which  all  of  us  may  join 
in  a  reaffirmation  of  our  loyalty 
to  the  United  States  of  America. 

I  also  call  upon  appropriate 
officials  of  the  government  to 
display  the  Flag  of  the  United 
States  on  all  government  build¬ 
ings  on  that  day  as  a  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  our  loyalty  to  the  nation 
which  that  Flag  symbolizes. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I 
have  hereunto  set  my  hand  this 
10th  day  of  March,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1971  and  of  the  In¬ 
dependence  of  the  United  States 
of  America  the  195th.”

May  3, 4 

STOP  THE  WAR  OR  WE 
STOP  THE  GOVERNMENT: 
MAY  3:  On  Monday  morning, 
May  3,  as  the  sun  rises  over  the 
Potomac  we  will  be  up  prepar¬ 
ing  to  march  from  peace  city 
into  Washington.  We  will  be 
committed  to  non-violence,  but 
determined  that  Nixon  and  his 
generals  who  conduct  the  war 
business  of  this  nation  under¬ 
stand  that  Vietnam  cannot  be 
nuclearly  bombed  nor  can  a  fa- 
cist  regime  be  imposed  upon  its 
people  in  the  name  of  the  A- 
merican  people.  Our  only  regret 
should  be  that  we  have  not  taken 
an  action  of  this  kind  before, 
that  our  intentions  were  not 
made  clear  earlier.  We  pledge 
ourselves  not  to  seeing  that  the 
government  of  the  United  States 


cannot  continue  this  war  in  any 
form  whatsoever. 

We  have  voted,  we  have  ral¬ 
lied,  we  have  worked  through 
channels  only  to  discover  they 
were  all  dead-end  streets.  Now 
we  take  another  step:  the  use  of 
massive  human  force,  to  impose 
upon  the  government  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  a  crisis  of  internatio¬ 
nal  proportions.  If  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  does 
not  stop  the  war,  then  we  will 
stop  the  government  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States. 

That’s  how  we  feel,  in  our 
guts.  On  May  3,  the  world  will 
know  the  depth  of  our  love  for 
the  people  of  Vietnam  and  for 
the  American  soldiers  who  have 
been  ordered  to  fight  and  die  in 
Vietnam. 

Five  major  targets  have  been 
chosen  for  concentrated  actions 
on  the  morning  of  May  3;  the 
Pentagon,  CIA,  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment,  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  Department  and  the 
White  House.  Monday  morning 
we  will  march  into  Washington, 


thousands  of  us  moving  along 
the  Potomac  towards  five  stag¬ 
ing  areas  for  non-violent  dis¬ 
ruption  of  roads  -  the  roads  that 
are  the  lifeline  into  government 
institutions  -  roads  like  Shirley 
Highway,  George  Washington 
Memorial  Parkway,  14th  Street 
Bridge,  Pennsylvania  and  Con¬ 
stitutional  Avenue.  These  roads 
represent  the  major  areas  of  ac¬ 
tion.  At  7:30  a.m.,  May  3,  people 
will  move  onto  them,  sit  down, 
and  lock  arms. 

On  May  4  and  throughout  the 
week,  we  will  engage  in  militant 
actions  at  the  entrances  of  those 
government  institutions  that 
cannot  be  allowed  to  continue 
their  murderous  activities. 

NOTE:  Due  to  lack  of  space, 
the  entire  MayDay  schedule  can¬ 
not  be  printed.  According  to  the 
information  we  received,  events 
are  planned  through  May  6,  and 
thereafter  other  projects  are 
aimed  at  the  Capitol  throughout 
May.
